Music is both a witness to contemporary history and an expression of the soul. 
In situations of inner need, fear and grief, it is possible for a person through 
music, to find a path to fulfillment. It is a way of finding a valve which acts as 
a solution and a release, and it also offers a chance of survival. At this point, 
music becomes a driving force and influences personal and cultural changes 
within society. Music has something religious about it like it was sent from the 
heavens above. Whoever listens to and actively takes part in music is a smaller 
step nearer to heaven. For each individual it can create more than just 
emotional experiences - it can create a completely new world.
